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McNamara to look at 
keeping splash pad 
open longer next year

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority on Sept. 24, Marsha Hollins 
asked why the new splash pad couldn’t 
be kept open on week ends as long as the 
weather is still warm. 

She said she asked the Parks and 
Recreation Department and they told her 
the DDA hired a vendor to winterize the 
splash pad on Sept. 16 and that wasn’t their 
decision. 

The children who wanted to enjoy the 
water during the hot weather after that 
were disappointed, Hollins said. 

She asked if they couldn’t look into 
keeping the splash pad open on Saturdays 
and Sundays in warm weather after school 
starts next year. 

Hollins asked if the Memorial Day to 
Labor Day span of time announced for the 
splash pad to be open was set in stone or 
could it be changed. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said he agrees that this schedule 
should be looked at and next year they will 
have another plan for the splash pad. 

He said Matt Best, director of public 
services, now is in charge of the splash 
pad since the DDA turned it over to the 
township after it was complete. 

In other business at the 22-minute 
meeting on Sept. 24, the DDA: 

e Approved the Amended 2019 DDA 
Budget and the Proposed 2020 DDA 
Budget which will be turned over to the 
township board for consideration with the 
other budgets at its Oct. 1 meeting. DDA 
Director Susan Ireland said they are not 
sure how much it will cost to run Harris 
Park, so they have taken an educated guess. 
Also, she said, they are being conservative 
on the expected tax capture for next year; 

e Heard Director Ireland report the DDA

Owen School wins top state award for school library 


On Monday morning, officials from 
the State of Michigan came to Owen 
Intermediate School in Belleville to honor 
the school’s library with a singular honor. 
They met in the newly renovated media 
center with a group of well-behaved sixth 
graders. 

For the 2019-20 school year Owen will 
be a model for other districts to visit and 
study as the 21‘ Century School Library. 

“The Owen Intermediate School Library 
Media Center makes use of many resources 
for a variety of productive collaborations 
with Language Arts and Social Studies 
educators in grades five and six,” said State 
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Librarian Randy Riley. “And, the library’s 
focus on bringing primary sources to life 
helped to award it this honor.” 

Riley said that, for instance, school 
library media specialist Jonathan Richards 
has done impersonations of historical and 
mythical figures as part of collaborative 
Social Studies lessons about Christopher 
Columbus and Hades. And, for literature 
lessons based on (Chinese American 
author Lawrence Yee, Richards introduced 
students to a collection of Chinese art and 
currency to broaden their experience of the 
novel “Dragonwings.” 

Riley commended Richards and former 
Principal Melissa Lloyd for providing such 
quality immersive learning experiences to 
students in Van Buren Public Schools. 

“Learning deeply about people through 
artifacts, art, and literature helps students 
understand the world around them,” Riley 
said.

Two families complain to school board on treatment of students

Shawn Phenix, father of a six-year- 
old gifted and talented student at Savage 
Elementary, told the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education on Monday 
about how his son was put on a bus they 
didn’t sign for on Sept. 5, dropped off at a 
location far from home, and left to fend for 
himself for two hours, until he found his 
own way home. 

At Monday’s meeting Phenix and his 
wife Shelly stood before the board to tell 
them the story of what happened and how 
they feel the district is taking the situation 
lightly and offering no accountability. 

Phenix said their son was placed on a bus 
without the parents signing the required 
form after his wife asked questions about 
the bus and what bus stop he would use. 

They sent out an email to put him on the 
bus, Phenix said of transportation officials. 

“There’s no room for error when you 
are dealing with precious cargo,” he said. 
“It’s disappointing that there has been 
no accountability... There’s no room 
for error... I feel no one is taking this 
seriously.” 

Phenix said he has four text messages 
from last year sent to him about child 
predators in this area. 

“A six-year-old child was abandoned on 
a corner,” he stressed, saying there should 
be professional training for those involved 
and changes in the school district policies. 

“I will be contacting Dr. Rice, the state 
superintendent,” said Phenix. His wife said 
she works in human resources. 

He said he was told that it was a systemic 
error and the person responsible for it 
investigated and cleared themselves. 

“This is far from over,” Phenix said. 

Shelly Phenix said this also happened to 
two other students and she doesn’t know if 
their experiences are on the books. 


“Our son was able to walk back to our 
community and neighbors recognized him 
and brought him home,” she said. He made 
his own way back home, she stressed, 
noting, “We don’t want to be in a situation 
we can’t recover from.” 

She said her son wants to get on the bus, 
but he screams when she goes around the 
corner in the grocery store out of sight. She 
said he had always been very confident. 

“This needs to be taken seriously,” she 
said. 

School board president Keith Johnston 
said they are taking it seriously and a 
procedure was put in place so this doesn’t 
happen again. He said he talked to her 
husband and he got upset and left. 

“You didn’t announce to parents the 
changes,” he said. 

“We don’t want any child abandoned,” 
Johnston insisted. 

“For two hours he was left to his own 
devices and there’s no incident report,” 
Shawn Phenix said, noting Johnston 
probably doesn’t know what it’s like to 
fear for his child. 

Johnston said, actually, he does. “A 
guy put a gun to my daughter’s head, so I 
have an idea. They caught him yesterday,” 
Johnston said, referring to a recent incident 
in Florida. 

Board member Amy Pearce said steps 
have been taken at Savage and elsewhere 
and she asked, “You would like to see 
something tangible?” 

Phenix said he would, like a robocall, 
email or however they can do it to announce 
the changes. Also, he said, someone needs 
to be held accountable and he was told no 
one is getting written up about his. 

“What if he was injured or killed?” he 
said, adding he was part of the teaching 
community also. 

“I feel when mistakes are made they 
should be investigated,” Pearce said, noting 


human relations information is extremely 
confidential. “If someone is disciplined, 
you may never know.” 

“I will be contacting Supt. Rice and 
I’m sure he can get the information,” he 
said, noting school board members and 
the administration work together and, 
understandably, are partial. “We need 
impartiality... It could have resulted in our 
son not being there,” he said, adding he 
goes to work and then wonders if his son 
is safe. 

“I don’t want to fire someone for a 
systems error,” Johnston said. 

Then, Jacarra and Ricky Beasley spoke of 
their concerns on discipline in the district. 

Jacarra said their daughter told them that 
at an assembly at BHS the students were 
told of extremely harsh disciplinary actions 
taking place in the district, which upset her. 

Meanwhile, their son who is in seventh 
grade at McBride inserted himself into an 
altercation on the school bus and was given 
five days off the bus. She said the assistant 
principal told her he was lucky because he 
could have had to go in front of a judge and 
have a probation officer. 

She said she is aware of “Pipeline to 
Prison” and doesn’t want her son to be 
taken that direction. She said she was told 
because he had no previous problems, he 
didn’t have to go to court. This involved a 
punch from another student, she said. 

The district’s Human Resources Director 
Abdul Madyun said years ago at BHS they 
had a policy of giving disorderly conduct 
tickets where the students would have to 
go before Judge Oakley at 34" District 
Court, but there was no record. 

“There was a lot of fighting at the high 
school,” Madyun recalls. “We’d give them 
days off and they would come back and 
fight again.” 

“Parents were not notified of the 
disciplinary actions,” Jacarra Beasley 


said. “For a child to go before a judge is 
traumatic.” 

Amon Madyun, a BHS student who is 
one of two students sitting on the school 
board, said the high school assembly on 
discipline happens every year. 

Jacarra Beasley said she grew up in 
this district and has a business in the 
community. She said when she feels this 
discipline policy is harmful to her children, 
“I’m out of here.” 

Amon said there are problems at the high 
school where there are harsher penalties 
for lower-performing students. She said the 
New Tech and those in the honor system 
are told they are better than the others and 
the lower kids get harsher punishment. She 
said they change the counselors often and 
students can’t form a relationship. 

“We have a PBIS system, but it needs 
more student input,” said board member 
Pearce, referring to Positive Behavior 
Interventions and Supports. 

“This situation for me was traumatic,” 
said Jacarra Beasley. 

HR Director Madyun agreed that the 
PBIS needs to be something else in the 
high school. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said he will 
find out more about this, but he assured the 
parents there is no probationer/court policy 
now. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Learned Transportation Supervisor 
Kim Searcy resigned on Friday and 
Elizabeth Banks, who has been with the 
transportation department for 28 years, 
was named new supervisor on Monday. 
The board approved the change; 

e Approved the Cooperative Education 
Program Agreement between the Van 
Buren Public Schools and the Washtenaw 
Educational Options Consortium (WEOC)

Editorial 
Your right to know 
is in danger in MI

The Leaders of the Republican Caucus 
in the Michigan House of Representatives 
want to pull public notices from newspapers 
and allow governmental entities (cities, 
villages, township, counties, etc.) to satisfy 
notice requirements by putting them on their 
websites. This is an unprecedented blow to 
governmental transparency and due process. 

A version of this legislation has been 
introduced in each legislative session for the 
past 12 years and has failed. Why? Because 
then, as now, it is a bad idea 

From the very start, Michigan law has 
required that notices of governmental 
actions be provided to citizens by 
publication in newspapers, an independent 
source of information about the actions of 
government. Now, legislators are proposing 
to end this important check on governmental 
power. 

The Michigan Press Association has been 
told that this issue is in the top five priorities 
of the Speaker of the House. With crumbling 
roads, failing schools and escalating health 
care costs, we fail to see government control 
over messaging as being on any citizen’s list 
of priorities. 

The legislators in support of this movement 
say that this will save money ... but how? Is 
this the one exception to the Republican’s 
embrace of privatization? It defies logic that 
government can do this better and cheaper 
than newspapers, who have provided this 
valuable check and balance for more than

At Monday’s work/study session of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
they discussed restoring the inside of the 
Belleville Area Museum during the month 
of October. Everything inside will be 
gathered up and stored while the floors are 
redone, except for the hardwood upstairs, 
and the walls painted and the exhibits 
dismantled.

The 
same company that is doing the LED sign 
in front of the township hall has been 
contracted to do the museum sign. It was 
planned to be LED, too, so the messages 
could be changed and people could be

advised of events going on in the museum. 
But, Best explained, they contacted the city 
and found there is an ordinance that would 
not allow that to be an LED sign and so they 
are planning to have it be a nice lighted sign. 

“The city does not want a digital sign 
there,” Best said. “It can light up at night, 
but not be electronic.” 

“I called our friends in Belleville,” 
McNamara said, adding he got the same 
answer. 

But Trustee Frazier and Trustee Reggie 
Miller said the township didn’t ask for an 
exception. Miller said they also should ask 
the library to join in on the sign so they can 
share it to put out information. 

“They’re asking us to abide by their 
rules,” Best said and Frazier accused him 
of not doing his homework. Best said he 
contacted the Belleville DDA and the City 
of Belleville and couldn’t change their 
minds. 

But when Frazier and Miller persisted, 
McNamara said he would postpone the 
agenda item on the sign and he pulled it 
from the Oct. 1 regular agenda. He said he 
wanted to spend the money in the budget for 
the sign by Jan. 1. 

The man putting up the sign said delaying 
the decision two weeks probably wouldn’t 
be a problem, but this late in the year you 
have to consider the weather. 

McNamara said he would contact the City 
of Belleville to discuss the matter. 

Frazier said early in the discussion that the 


schools in the city all have electronic signs, 
but I reminded her that the school can do 
anything it wants and the city doesn’t have 
to approve it.

The sign isn’t supposed 

to distract people from driving safely, they 
agreed. 

So, I wonder how they will respond to 
VBT’s desire for another electronic sign just 
a block away, in front of the problematic 
pedestrian crossing that has people charging 
out into traffic, depending on vehicles to 
stop on a dime for them because the sign 
says they have to. I can imagine a driver 
reading the sign while driving along Main 
in front of the museum and not seeing the 
pedestrian stepping out. Actually, P’ ve seen 
bicyclists riding out into the pedestrian 
crossing there to have cars stop for them. 

It will be interesting to see if the city sticks 
to its ordinance. If it doesn’t, it won’t be able 
to avoid LED signs all up and down Main 
Street, something they wanted to avoid.

A quick glance at some local government 
websites doesn’t give one comfort that 
things will be done well under this new 
scheme. A couple of shining examples: one 
township website lists among its elected 
officials a Congressman who has been 
deceased for several years. Another has not 
updated meeting agendas since 2014. 

We have long advocated that these 
notices belong in newspapers and protect 
due process in Michigan. We do, however, 
acknowledge that they also need to be 
distributed digitally and are working hard 
with our members to make sure that they 
are accessible on a computer, mobile device 
AND in print. This increases transparency 
and protects your right to know what 
government officials are doing with your 
taxpayer dollars. 

Citizens of this state have been the victim 
of Equifax, Capitol One, The Department 
of Veterans Affairs and many other online 
entities as their personal online information 
has been compromised. The information 
you trust local leaders to provide to you 
regarding your taxes, property and other 
important issues in your community 
shouldn’t be made vulnerable to a similar 
fate. 

Even if the lack of security is not 
considered, the lack of connectivity should 
be. Michigan ranks 30" in the nation for 
broadband connectivity. Rural areas still 
pose a challenge for those trying to use the 
internet. 

Public notices belong in a public place, 
like a local newspaper, not on a government 
website, which can also disenfranchise 
certain users, like low-income individuals 
who do not have access to the Internet, or 
the elderly who are not comfortable using 
the Internet. Having to look for notices on 
each individual government site would be 
laborious at best and a good way to conceal 
information at worst. 

We at Michigan newspapers take the 
responsibility of keeping you informed 
very seriously. Whether it be making sure 
Freedom of Information and Open Meetings 
laws are being followed or proper notice of 
things like zoning that might put a landfill 
in your neighborhood is happening. We 
remain the vital watchdogs we always have 
been in our communities. 

If knowing that an independent, reliable 
source is watching what elected officials 
are doing with your taxpayer dollars is 
important to you please consider contacting 
your state Representative and Senator and 
letting them know you want to keep seeing 
your public notices where you notice ... in 
a newspaper.

Senate should approve 
money for paper ballots

We know our elections are under threat, 
and simple solutions like paper ballots and 
robust audits would help secure our vote. 
The House passed $600 million for election 
security efforts in states and municipalities. 
It’s time for the Senate to do the same. 

Also, these funds would help deter 
election irregularities in states like North 
Carolina and Georgia. It takes time for 
districts to use the funds provided for 
election security. Is it a ploy to give 
communities the money when it is too late 
for election boards to use wisely?

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Sumpter Twp. Board approves financial audit with top rating

Rana Emmons, CPA, of Post, Smythe, Lutz 
& Ziel of Plymouth, presented the annual 
financial audit for Sumpter Township for 
the 2018-19 fiscal year, ending March 31. 

The budget is about $9 million, according 
to figures released in March. 

She said Sumpter got an “unmodified 
opinion” which means it is a clean audit and 
a top rating. 

At the regular meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, Emmons 
said property taxes were up 1.7% because 
of taxable value increases, state shared 
revenue was up 4.9% to $30,000 (it had 
been 2% for years), and interest is $19,000 
more (1.5 times what they took in last year) 
because rates went up some, and building 
permits doubled from the year before. 

She said the building permits were mostly 
from Rawsonville Woods “and another 
development.” 

Emmons said things were stable in the 
police department except for the $111,000 
up in pension. She said the general fund was 
stable and came in $500,000 under budget 
which was added to the fund balance. 

She stated figures for the Water and Sewer 
Department, with depreciation alone some 
$700,000 and cash flow increasing. She 
said last year they were $68,000 down and 
this year they went up. 

There is no new debt and $460,000 in 
principal has been paid. 

Emmons said the township has $9.6 
million in total pension liability and $7.3 
million in assets, leaving $2.3 million in net 
pension liability. 

She said the stock figures are tested on 
Dec. 31, 2018 and the stocks were down 
that day, leaving a net investment loss for 
that day. 

She said the township has 76% funded 
in the pension fund, “probably exceeding 
most communities ... You contributed more 
than what the state requires ... and put in 
extra every month, adding $260,000 extra 
this year.” 

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
Water and Sewer Department had $692,860 
depreciation loss and they really should 
back that out which makes for $460,000 
cash flow. 

“It’s a bookkeeping loss,” Young said. 
“Not out of pocket.” 

And, he said, as to the December 2018 
stock prices, he said MERS makes that 
investment and the township doesn’t define 
where it goes. 


Treasurer Ken Bednark said the single 
largest revenue is Carleton Farms landfill 
and the revenue has been declining year 
after year and he wanted it on the record. 

Emmons said she didn’t have those figures 
with her. 

Treasurer Bednark said the revenue 
from the landfill is down a couple hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said the numbers 
should show revenues up from the landfill. 
He said the income has been up since 2011 
and now decreased for the last two years. 

They asked for a report on the landfill 
revenue for the next meeting. 

At the March 12 township board meeting, 
Scott Holtz, who was township financial 
director at the time, told the board that the 
landfill royalties that are $2.6 million in the 
budget, currently were down 12%. 

Trustee Don LaPorte said the police 
department retirements raised the pension 
loss. 

The board unanimously approved the 
audit as presented by Emmons. 

In other business at the Sept. 24 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the Building Department Fee 
Schedule to be effective Oct. 1; 

e Approved assignment of the deputy clerk 
and the clerk’s assistant as administrators of 
the Sumpter Township Website; 

e Approved nine Parks and Recreation 
Commission members to attend the 
Michigan Festival and Events Association 
convention from Oct. 31 to Nov. 3 at 
Double Tree by Hilton Hotel in Bay City, 
with costs not to exceed $3,500. Attendance 
was approved for Mark Argo, Dawn Argo, 
Richard Pokerwinski, Sharon Pokerwinski, 
Don Swinson, Holly Swinson, Krystal 
Tackett, Faith Tackett, and Drusilla Allen; 

e Approved a memo of understanding 
between Sumpter Township and AFSCME 
Local 1882 concerning the use of a 
temporary employee in the office of 
township clerk. The employee is filling in 
while the regular employee is on maternity 
leave. Hourly rate shall be $16.85 and the 
temporary employee shall not work more 
than 40 hours a week and no more than a 
total of 90 days; 

e Approved paying warrants totaling 
$2,410,848.19 with a roll-call vote; 

e Heard Trustee Tim Rush announce 
National Weather Service training at 6:30 
p.m., Oct. 24, at Fire Station #1; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst announce 
Zywicki Greenhouse again has brought 
potted chrysanthemums to decorate the 
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township hall’s front door for fall. She 
expressed the township’s thanks for the gift; 
¢ Heard Adrian Slaughter invite the public to 
watch the board meetings live on Facebook. 
She sets up her cellphone on a tripod at 
each meeting and sends it out to township 
residents unable to attend the meetings 
because many do not have Comcast, where 
the township posts its meeting, or have 
problems with the Comcast service. She 
said people can comment on the meetings 
and she will bring the comments back to 
the meeting and ask the questions. She also 
asked if the township had a drone ordinance 
since one flew over her property. Public 
Safety Director Eric Luke told her she does 
not own the airspace above her property so 
they have no rules on drones. He said the 
FAA has rules around airports. He said laws 
have not caught up to technology. “I'll deal 
with that on my own,” Slaughter said and 
Luke said, “Please don’t take a shotgun” 
and Slaughter assured him she wouldn’t; 

e Heard Slaughter also urge residents to 
support the UAW members who are on 
strike. She said she is a UAW member 
and supports the strikers. She said when 
residents go by a picket line to blow their 
horns or say nothing, but don’t say nasty 
things. She said residents can donate at 
the picket lines or at the union halls to buy 
food for the strikers. She said the closest 
picket lines are at the GM facilities at 2625 
Tyler Rd. in Ypsilanti, 50000 Ecorse Rd. 
in Van Buren Township, and at Romulus 
Transmission on Ecorse west of Wayne 
Road. “There are a lot of auto workers 
in Belleville, Sumpter and Van Buren

Township,” she said. “They spend money 
in the communities ... and they won’t have 
money to spend if they don’t give us what 
is promised,” she said of GM; 

e Heard Miss Harris ask how she could 
get a videotaped copy of a past meeting. 
Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis said the 
meetings are not archived and that night’s 
meeting is the only one she could get if she 
asked. “I guess I’m out of luck,” Harris 
said; and 

e Heard Mary Ban praise the previous 
Saturday’s VFW celebration of its 75" 
anniversary of Post 4434 on Bemis Road. 
She said the man who was a prisoner of 
war in Vietnam gave a moving speech 
and she thinks young people should hear 
this history.

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VBT Planners set Oct. 23 public hearing on Master Plan change

To make way for Scott Jones’ planned 
residential development next to Sandy’s 
Marina on the lake, a public hearing has 
been set for 7:30 p.m., Wednesday, Oct. 
23, for the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission to hear public input and then 
vote on the proposed amendment to the 
Master Plan. 

On Aug. 5, the township board of trustees 
approved distributing the future land use 
map amendment for the Jones’ property 
at 41620 E. Huron River Dr. to adjacent 
communities for the required 42-day 
review and comment period. 

After this period, the application requires 
a public hearing to be conducted by the 
planning commission, who would then 
make a recommendation to the township 
board which would make a final decision. 

The next regularly scheduled planning 
commission meeting after the review and 
comment period is complete is Oct. 23. 

At the regular planning commission 
meeting on Sept. 25, the commission voted 
unanimously to set the public hearing for 
Oct. 23. 

McKenna planning consultants provided 
a revised Future Land Use Map which 
depicts the property at 41620 E. Huron 
River Dr. as RM, Multiple Family 
Residential with a note which states, “Land 
uses should be limited for parcel 83-089- 

GSD 
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99-0010-702 to single family detached 
dwellings at a maximum density of 6-7 
single family dwelling units per acre. Due 
to the adjacent land uses multiple family 
housing is not suitable for this area.” 

On the projected timeline for the Jones’ 
project, the township board would consider 
the Master Plan amendment at its Nov. 4 
work/study session and Nov. 5 regular 
meeting, when board members would 
make a decision. 

Then, a public hearing for rezoning of 
property would be held before the planning 
commission on Dec. 11 and planners would 
vote on a recommendation to the township 
board.

that were changed to M-1 in the 1980s by 
the township, but are used as residential 
parcels. “This is to make a correction,” 
said Vidya Krishnan of McKenna planners;

has been doing grass cutting around the 
new pedestrian path over I-94. She said the 
MDOT had the dead evergreens removed 
and there are approximately 15 trees that 
will be replaced in the spring; 

e Heard Ireland report a cleaning crew 
was scheduled to clean the Harris Park 
(Placemaking) building on Sept. 30, so 
furniture installation by HLF will be after 
that. They are working on the technology, 
but AT&T has been slow, she said. 
Appliances and other supplies, as well as 
blinds for the windows, are being ordered. 
A final walk-through will be made after the 
cleanup; 

¢ Heard Ireland also report that they are 
using the township’s conference room 
application rules as a template for the 
Harris House rules, which are being put 
together.

and Washtenaw Intermediate School 
District. This is the first year of VBPS 
partnership with astern Michigan 
University’s Early College Alliance 
which allows Van Buren to have an early 
college program for BHS students at EMU.

Former South Middle 
School teacher tells 
what’s in time capsule

The time capsule buried in Victory Park on 
May 22, 1987 by students from South Middle 
School (now Owen Intermediate) was planned 
to be opened on Memorial Day week end in 50 
years —2037. 

Van Buren Township Trustee Paul White had 
shared a newspaper clipping about the time 
capsule that he had tucked away in a box and 
the Independent published the clipping in its 
Jan. 24 issue. 

Richard Kiessel, 79, the teacher who put 
the whole event together, saw the clipping in 
a newspaper brought to him and his wife at 
their Roscommon-area home. It was brought 
to him by his daughter-in-law Diane Kiessel, 
the current athletic secretary at Belleville High 
School, during a visit. 

Kiessel, who retired at the age of 55 after 
teaching industrial arts at South Middle School 
for 30 years, said he set up the time capsule 
event for 2 p.m. that day, since school would 
be out at 3 p.m. 

He said Jim Richendollar was principal at 
the time and Principal Richendollar had his 
Clydesdales there to pull a wagon holding the 
school band. Belleville Police closed Sumpter 
Road and the whole school marched to Victory 
Park. 

He said a state representative made a speech 
and they all sang the Star Spangled Banner. 

The items put into the 2’x 14x14” time capsule 
box included: mint coins, samples of all the 
stamps available, sports cards (one worth $300 
at the time), letters from the supervisors of Van 
Buren and Sumpter township describing what 
they thought Belleville would look like in 2037, 
color pictures of cars being sold by local car 
dealerships, letters from kids, and photographs 
collected by a woman who was very active in 
the community. 

There was a flyover of the event which was 
recorded on VCR, Kiessel said. 

David C. Brown Funeral Home donated a 
cement baby vault to protect the items and a 
special sealer sealed it all up. 

It was buried just a couple of feet down, he 
said, noting after the kids left, the city used big 
machinery to dig the hole deeper to make it

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more secure. 
It’s in the park behind Victory Station, 
probably under the playscape, but the exact 
location has been turned over to city officials 
for their information in the years to come. 
Kiessel said the stamps, coins, and sports 
cards will have value when they are dug up in 
2037, so he has put it in his will that the city will 
get 25% of the proceeds of the sale of the items, 
the school district will get 25%, and half will go 


to his family, to help pay for what he invested 
in the project.

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Wayne Co. Commission adopts $1.63 billion budget for 2019-20 


Wayne County Commissioners on Sept. 
19 adopted a $1.63 billion county operating 
budget for the 2019-20 fiscal year. 

The new budget represents a decrease 
from the current year’s $1.66 billion 
amended budget, which expires Sept. 30. 

The budget is balanced for the fifth 
consecutive year and includes a surplus of 
$5.7 million. 

The 2019-20 budget reflects an increase 
of just under $11.5 million in property tax 
collections and an expected increase of 
$2.1 million in state revenue sharing. 

“The good news is we are funding some 
badly needed programs. The better news 
is that we continue to show financial 
responsibility in doing so,” Wayne County 
Commission Chair Alisha Bell said. 

Programs being funded under the new 
budget include a new countywide Violent 
Crimes Initiative that will include 10 
sheriff’s department officers and three 
assistant county prosecutors, at a cost of 


$1.9 million. 

“We made it a priority to take this strong 
stand against violent crime and to protect 
our residents,” Chair Bell said. 

Other budget highlights include: 

e An additional outreach officer to assist 
county military veterans. 

e Accelerated road funding of $5 million, 
with an additional $3.5 million set aside for 
the township road initiative. 

e Roughly $14.5 million for bonded debt 
service to help construct the county’s new 
criminal justice complex. 

“We worked hard with Wayne County 
Executive Warren Evans, his staff and 
department heads to develop this new 
budget,” said Commissioner Ilona Varga, 
chair of the commission’s Ways & Means 
Committee. “All that hard work means that 
we are again providing the services our 
residents deserve.” 

As has been their recent practice, 
commissioners also worked on a one-year 


projection for 2020-21 to guide future 
spending. 

This year’s budget process included 
offsite Ways & Means Committee meetings 
in Dearborn, Detroit and Livonia. Videos 
of meetings held at the committee’s regular 
meeting room at the Guardian Building in 
downtown Detroit, have also been posted 
online at waynecounty.com. 


“I am pleased that so many people were 
able to take part in this year’s budget 
process,” Chair Bell said. “This is a big 
part of our efforts to increase transparency 
and accountability.” 

The new budget takes effect Oct. 1.

Court Watching: 
Preliminary exam 


delayed since witnesses 
not subpoenaed

On Sept. 25, the preliminary exam of 
Vincent Paul Webber, 57, at 34" District 
Court was delayed for a week because 
witnesses were not subpoenaed to testify 
against him.
